Composer, conductor and teacher Alice 
Parker was born in Boston, Massachusetts, 
in 1925. She began composing early, and 
wrote her first orchestral score while still 
in high school. She graduated from Smith 
College with a major in music performance 
and composition, receiving her master’s 
degree from the Juilliard School where she 
studied choral conducting with Robert 
Shaw. 

Her life-work has been in choral 
and vocal music, combining composing, 
conducting and teaching in a creative 
balance. Her arrangements with Robert 
Shaw of folksongs, hymns and spirituals 
form an enduring repertoire for choruses 
all around the world. She continues 
composing in many forms, from operas to 
cantatas, sacred anthems to secular dances, 
song cycles to string quartets. She has 
been commissioned by such groups as the 
Vancouver Chamber Chorus, the Atlanta 
Symphony Chorus and Chanticleer. Her 
many conducting and teaching engagements 
keep her traveling around the United States 
and Canada. 

In 1985, she founded Melodious 
Accord, Inc., a non-profit group which 
presents choral concerts, sponsors 


workshops, symposia, and her many 
professional appearances. The Fellows 
programs have provided unique training 
for composers, conductors and song 
leaders. Her techniques have encouraged 
a generation of music teachers and choral 
conductors to think about music and the 
act of conducting in new ways. No less an 
authority than Robert Shaw himself has said 
of Parker that “.. .she possesses a rare and 
creative musical intelligence.” 

She has made thirteen acclaimed 
recordings, most with the Musicians 
of Melodious Accord, a sixteen-voice 
professional chorus. Recent releases include 
O Sing the Glories; The Family Reunion; 
Angels and Challengers, and the remastered 
for CD, Songs for Eve, Singers Glen, and 
Saints Bound for Heaven. The organization 
has received generous support from the 
National Endowment for the Arts, the 
Copland Foundation, and the New York 
State Council for the Arts. 

Now a resident of western 
Massachusetts, Ms. Parker has published 
books on melodic styles, choral 
improvisation and ‘Good Singing in 
Church’. Her detailed analysis, The Anatomy 
of Melody, was released in 2006. In 2010, 
as a part of the Melodious Accord 25th 
Anniversary celebration. The Alice Parker 
Melodious Accord Hymnal was introduced. 
Five videos have appeared, showing her 
work with hymns and folksongs. She has 
been recognized by Chorus America, the 
American Guild of Organists, the American 
Choral Directors Association, The Hymn 
Society and Choral Arts New England 
for her lifetime contributions to choral 
music. She is the recipient of six honorary 
doctorates and the Smith College Medal. 





THE CHOIRS 


Orpheus Choir of Toronto 
50 years of Innovation! 

Founded in 1964 with the aim of broadening 
the range of choral music available to 
Toronto audiences, the Orpheus Choir 
has made its mark in the Canadian choral 
community by championing the new and 
unusual in choral performance, leading the 
way in both pioneering new treasures and 
performing neglected gems. 

Orpheus’ repertoire ranges from classical 
to jazz; a cappella to full orchestra, and 
contains an impressive list of premiere 
performances. Under the creative direction 
of Robert Cooper, the choir has introduced 
Toronto audiences to many fascinating and 
accessible works from the current generation 
of leading composers such as Eriks 
Esenvalds, Gyorgy Orban, Vytautis Miskinis, 
Rene Esperee and Urmas Sisask. 

Orpheus’ vision is to celebrate the 
transformational power of choral music as 
an agent of social change and a passionate 
medium of artistic expression.

Cawthra Park Chamber Choir 

Cawthra Park Secondary School in 
Mississauga hosts one of two Regional Arts 
Programs in the Peel District School Board. 
About 340 music students participate in 12 
instrumental and vocal ensembles under 
the direction of seven music teachers. 

The Cawthra Park Chamber Choir is an 
auditioned group of 45 singers from Grades 
10, 11, and 12 who must also participate 
in “The Ritz”, Cawthra’s 350-voice concert 
choir. They perform at a wide variety of 
school and community functions, and 
at Cawthra’s annual Winter and Spring 
concerts. 


Highlights of the last year’s season 
included invitations to perform with Cirque 
du Soleil at the WE DAY conferences 
in Toronto and Waterloo, the Toronto 
Symphony at Roy Thomson Hall, the 
Mississauga Festival Choir, the U of T 
Choral Festival, and at the annual “Get 
Music” concert hosted by the Elmer 
Iseler Singers. They also participated in 
SING! - the Toronto Vocal Arts Festival at 
Harbourfront on May 9th, and again on May 
12th. Two performances at the Air Canada 
Centre with THE ROLLING STONES 
rounded out a very busy year. 

For 2013-2014, they look forward to 
performances with the Elmer Iseler Singers, 
the Mississauga Festival Choir, the Kaleid 
Choral Festival in Woodstock with Rajaton, 
and the Toronto Vocal Arts Festival. 

Yorkminster Park Baptist Church Choir 

The Choir of Yorkminster Park Baptist 
Church was founded by D’Alton McLaughlin 
with the opening of the Church at Yonge 
and Heath Streets in 1928. The Choir sings 
at the morning and evening services as well 
as many special services held throughout 
the year. They have been heard in CBC 
broadcasts, recordings, international tours 
and are heard weekly on the webcast services 
available at www.yorkminsterpark.com. 

Exultate Chamber Singers 

Exultate Chamber Singers was founded 
by and led for 30 years by conductor and 
organist John Tuttle. In 2011, the choir 
welcomed New Zealand native Dr. Karen 
Grylls as artistic director while she was 
visiting Canada on an academic sabbatical. 

In 2013, Dr. Hilary Apfelstadt, Director 
of Choral Activities at the University of 
Toronto, was appointed as artistic director. 


The choir is enriched not only by the 
excellent musicianship of its members 
but also by their varied academic and 
professional backgrounds. Together, they 
form a passionate, committed ensemble 
with a wide-ranging repertoire. In April 
2004, Exultate repeated its 2000 triumph 
at the CBC National Radio Competition 
for Amateur Choirs, winning both First 
Prize in the Chamber Choir Category and 
the Healey Willan Grand Prize from the 
Canada Council for the Arts. Exultate has 
a subscription series of four concerts at 
St. Thomas Church on Huron Street, and 
engages with other organizations in the 
community. This year they are supporting 
one of two Vocal Arts Academies in the 
Toronto District School Board and will 
partner with the children at their annual 
spring cabaret in April 2014. 

U of T MacMillan Singers 

The MacMillan Singers is an auditioned 
ensemble comprising many of the Faculty 
of Music’s most talented students, as well 
as outstanding non-majors on occasion. 

Led by Dr. Hilary Apfelstadt since 2010, 
they have performed with the Elmer Iseler 
Singers at ACCC’s Podium in 2012; have 
performed annually with the Orpheus 
Choir of Toronto and with the Cawthra 
Park Chamber Choir; have sung at Colours 
of Sound in Barrie (2012); and frequently 
combine with other U of T choirs to present 
works with our instrumental ensembles. 


The group explores a wide variety of 
repertoire while developing musicianship 
skills that enhance the members’ individual 
performance on their solo instruments. 

U of T Men’s Chorus 

The U of T Men’s Chorus was founded in 
2011 to provide an opportunity for male 
singers to develop their vocal and ensemble 
skills, and explore the rich repertory of 
literature for this medium. Its first conductor 
was David Holler, a DMA student in 
conducting, who built the group for its first 
two years. Current conductor Andre-Louis 
Heywood, also in the doctoral program, 
brings a rich background of male chorus 
experience to this position. For some of the 
singers. Men’s Chorus represents their first 
choral ensemble experience; many of its 
members are piano majors. 

U of T Women’s Chamber Choir 

The U of T Women’s Chamber Choir was 
founded in 2011 to give talented female 
singers a place to study advanced repertoire 
for treble choirs. Many of its members 
are voice majors in performance or other 
programs, and many are piano majors; all 
have prior choral experience. The ensemble 
sings a variety of music, all of it written 
specifically for advanced women’s choirs, 
and its members are challenged to develop 
their personal musicianship skills in a 
collegial atmosphere.
